Shert Biegraph.cal Sketches of 
Harrison and Morton. 


The geutieman selected by the 


to be the party candidate for Presi- 
dent was born on his grand- 
father’s farm at North Bend, Ohio, 
August 20, 1833. He traces his 
lineage through a long line of dis- 
finguished encestors, reaching a 
great way back in Eng'ish history. 
Oue of them, Thomas Harrison, 
was appointed by Cromwell to con- 
vey Charles I from Windsor to 
Whiteball, and acted as une of his 
judges, causing him to be beheaded 
in 1649. Ejieven years later the 
tables were turned and the friends 
of the Jate King paid their respects 


to Mr. Harrison. 
On the 13th of October, 1660, 


Samuel Perys made this record in 
his dairy: “If went out to Charing 
Cross to see Major-General Harri- 
son hanged, drawn and quartéred; 
which was done there, he lookiug 
as cheerful as any mau could do in 
that condition. Hé was presently 
cut down and-his bead aud heart 
shown to the pavple, at which there 
was great shouts of jy.” 

‘The descendants of Ti10omas; Harri- 
son emigrated to America in early 
colonial days, aud preserving the 
family traditions, iu due time fur- 
nished a signer of the Declaratiou 
of Independence in the person of 

enjamin Harrison, who was sent | 
in 1774 to the Continental Congress 
from Virginia, was twice a repre- 
sentative avd thrice Governor of} 


the state. Dying iu 1791. be left a 
sop, Wiliiam: Heury, who for haif 
a cenvtury served his couutry iu 
peace and war, fought the vattie ot 
Tippecauve, was Representative, 
Sevator and Forcign Mivister, aud 
died in the White House ove 
month afier his inauguration as 
ninth President of tue United 
States. | 

Jotin Scott Harrisor, son of Pres- 
ident William Heury Harrisov and 
father of Benjamin, wasa pleasant, 
easy-going wan, well thought oi 

his ou ighvors, who seut bim 
twice to Cougresas. His death was 
peaceful, but ufter it eveurred local 
history recorded an iu.ciden. ouly 
less dramatic thau the death ol 
his great ance-tor. Finding that 
his grave bad been disturbed, his 
friends began # search which re- 
sulted ia tindiung the body in the 
elevator of a Ciuciunati college 
with a hook under the jaw, at- 
tacbed to a rope reany to boist it up 
to the dissecting room, 

Berjuamin graduated at Miami 
Univers.ty; was admitted to tte 
bar, mariied at the age of twenty, 
removed to Indianap li , gained on 
early reputation fur d ligeuce aud 
pertinacity, entered puvlic Life as 
an ardent speaker lu ti.e great cam- 
paign of 1856, was elected reporter 
of the Supreme Court of Luui:na; 
entered tue volunteer army «s a 
lieutenaut, fought Joug aud well aud 
went home a Briigacier Geuerai, 
He took up the lavors of au advo- 
cate, steadily achieved a secure pwo- 
sitiou at th: bar, and in the respect 
of his fellow citize 1s, was the Ke- 
pubiicau candidace for Governor of 
fivddiana iu 1876 against Biue Jeans 
Williams, was elevrted a Ubited 
Stites Sevator iv 1881, aud cs bate 
crix years. 

Geueral Harrison’s military an‘ 
civil record are of the best. Jiis 
praciice as wu lawyer bas been bril 
linut aud rucceseful. Asa speaker 
he is convincing and efleciive, tak- 
ing pluce in the frontiank of ora- 
tory, while his reputation as a citi- 
zeu and a gepticinsau is witLouta 
blemish, Mr. Harrison is a man 
of sterli g iuvegrity, couscieutious 
in the discharge of bis du'y, and us 
a legislator and citiz*: avove te- 
proach, For persousl and political 
lulegrity no Wan stauds higher iu 
the Uvitid States, aud he is looked 
to as @ Datura! leader of the peuple. 
To bis high chsracter as # puvlie 
citizen he adds the higher houor of 
being a devoted and true Lusbaud 
aud ajust and affectionate father.
